“A sample study from the
1,100,000 nationwide respond-
ents indicated 83 per cent of
the men and 88 per cent of the
women had physical com-
plaints,” she stated. “Physical
complaints which may be re-
garded as cancer danger sig-
nals that should be checked by
a physician existed in 62 per
cent of the men and 54 per
cent of the women,” Mrs. Mil-
lard added, “Of these figures,
only 11 per cent of the men
